The fashionable afternoon promenade on 
Piccadilly was well filled with aristocratic 
spectators to-day when the Marquis of 
Queensberry met his son. Lord Douglas of 
Hawick. A few words passed between 
theiii and then there was a very determined 
conQlot. Lord Douglas' countenance was 
disfigured with a black eye. Neither the 
father nor eon preferred a charge, so they 
were merely accused of disorderly oonduot. 
They will bo arraigned in the Marlborongh 
street police court to-morrow. 

Lord Douglass banged his father's head 
with an umbrella during the fight to-day 
and loudly asked whether tbo Marquis of 
Queonaborty intended to cease writing ob 
jeotionable letters to Lord Douglass' wife. 
The police arriving upon the scene Lord 
Douglass excitedly repeated this accusation 
of persecution, which he said had occurred 
since be had gone on the bail 
bond ef Oaoar Wilde. The Marqnis of 
Queensberry retorted, " 3?hat's my sod, I'll 
fight him anywhere in three kingdoms for 
£10,000." The police at first allowed the 
dispotants to go, but the straggle was re- 
newed in another part of Fiooadilly and they 
were arrested. It is reporlsd t&at Lord 
Douglas has gone abroad. 

The Times has a dispatch from (Teheran 
which says that the Lieutenant-Governor 
and six ofUcera were mnrdered and mutila- 
ted at Kulohan during the disturbances due 
to tbe premature collection of taxes. (Fhe 
Governor escaped. 

A feature of tho third biennial council of 
the World's Women's Christian Temperance 
Union, and tbo nineteenth council of the 
British Women's Temporanoe Association, 
is to be tho subject in pulpits of dllTeront 
denominations of woman. Among the 
churches in which women who have been 
invited to speak are three of the best known 
ohurobes in tbe world, aniong what are 
oa!!ad in England "non-conformists." 
Theae are Spurgeon'a tabernacle, tbo City 
Temple (Dr. Parker's), and Western City 
Road chapel. Lady Hinry Somerset and 
Miss Willard are to apeak in the City 
Temple at 3:30 o'clock on June 16, tho day 
preceding tbo great convention. Miss Lilian 
Phelps, of Canada, will also speak in some 
prominent ohuroh on that day. 

The Spanish authorities, in view of tbe 
visit recently paid by the correspondents of 
American newspapers to the camps of tbe 
insnrgents, have iaaued orders prohibiting 
them from making such excursions in future 
under penalty of severe punishment. 

Tbe band of insnrgents commanded by 
Felix Ruens recently aotaokod tbe village of 
Sabana, Carabooa, and pillaged the stores. 
Macao is understood to have planned to 
make a diversion in the vicinity of Santiago 
de Cnba in order to draw the attention of 
tbe authorities to that neighborhood and al- 
low the rebel bands to pass (jumaguey and 
El Gin. 

Count Goloohowski has been sworn In aa 
mperial minister for foreign affairs of Aua- 
ria, in aucooaoion to Count Kalnoky. 

AdvicoB received ut Yukobama from 
Seoul, Ivorca, dated May 20, say tbe aitua- 
tion there is critical. Tho premier has ro- 
sigred and tho minister of tho interior has 
ppliod to tho repreaontativoa of foreign 
powora for aaBiatanoe. Tho reaidenoo of tho 
lato regent and of tho king's father, who ia 
also a loader of the anti-Japuneae party, arc 
surrounded by police and all entrance to or 
from thoir dwolllnga ia forbidden. 

Sir William Vernon Huroourt, tbo loader 
of tho Houae, waa last night worried in tho 
Houao by Dr. Donald McGregor, tbo Scotch 
Liberal member from Invorneeahiro, roupect- 
ing the government's intentions towards the 
Crofters' bill. Sir William Haroourt replied 
that he would mako a statement on the aub- 
jeot on Thursday next. Dr. McGregor an- 
grily retorted " That is not good enough for 
mo." Ho annoucood to the reporter that 
ho Intondod to resign hia seat immediately. 
Dr. McGregor at onoo carried out the 
threat and resigned. Tho Liberal wire- 
pullers have been working hard to have him 
recocaider bis motion, especially aa the Gov- 
ernment's majority on tbe Welsh Church 
Disestabliahroent Bill fell to nine, tCbe lob- 
byist of the Chroniole says : " It is perfect- 
ly dear that unless something is done to 
draw tho party together, the government is 
doomed and that soon." 

A Tprkish pilgrim steamer, carrying 
Mohammedan pilgrims going to Mecca, was 
wrecked on the Red aea, Sunday. There 
were 700 persons on board, and ail wore 
saved. 

A dispatch from Quoonatown says the 
German steamer Hispania, Captain Kubn, 
from Hamburg, with '200 paBBongora on 
board, has put into this port in distress 
after encountering very heavy weather. 
When about 200 miles woal of Fastnot tbe 
steamer rolled so heavily that a portion of 
her cargo, consisting of Iron rails, broke 
adrif and threatened to pound holes in her 
sides. Consequently tbo Hispania was put 
about and beaded for this port, where her 
cargo win have to bo partly rostowed before 
eho can proceed on her voyage. 

According to advices from tbe island of 
Madagnacar fever is ravaging tbe French 
troops composing an expeditionary force op- 
erating against the Hotks. 

An engagement, diiastroni to the rebels, 



was fought to-day in Eaatern Cuba, in 
whioh Joae Marti, who waa proclaimed 
president of the revolutionary party, was 
killed and his dead body positively identi- 
fied. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times 
commenting upon the debate in tho lower 
house of the Prussian diet on the bimetaliio 
reaolution, says that tbe speeches Indicated 
eomplete confusion in the centrolat party 
on the bimetallic question. The Nord 
Deutche Allgemoino Zsitung declares 
that there is no sign of any accession 
of support to tho bi metaliio movement. 
Tbe Standard's Berlin correspondent informs 
that paper that tbo Emperor William has 
obtained copies of Hon. A. J. BalfOnr'a 
speeches, Arcbblahop Walsh's pamphlets 
and other writings and deliverances on the 
bl-metallic question. 

Tho Chronicle announces that tho oommit- 
teo having In ohargo the purohase of Thomas 
Carlylo'a houao at Chelsea has completed the 
purchase. Many Americans were among 
the oontributera to the fund. It ia proposed 
to form a memorial mnaoum in the house. 

Mme. Garnet has decorated an oratory in 
her houae with inscribed ribbons taken from 
tho wreaths sent to Paris on the oooaaion of 
her husband's funeral. In the same room 
are preserved all similar trophies of an artis- 
tic nature, the most remarkable of which is 
a splendid crown, the gilt of Admiral Ave- 
lan, on behalf of tho Russian fleet.

LoNDOK, May 21. — ^After bearing the 
report of tbe apeolal committee appointed to 
cquire into the claim made by tbo Earl of 
Selborne to retain his seat In tbe House of 
Commons, although bo has succeeded to the 
peerage and a seat in the House of Lords by 
tbe death of bis father, the House of Com- 
mona to-day agreed to the ministerial mo- 
tion to issue a new writ for an election in 
West Edinburgh, tho seat represented by 
Viscount Wolmer, now Eirl of Selborne. 
The committee aimply reported that Via- 
count Wolmer bad ancceeded to the Earl- 
dom. 

The motion to issue a new writ for West 
Edinburgh wos agreed upon, in spite of tho 
protealB of Hon. George N. Cui /.on, oldcac 
on cf Ijord Snaradale, member of purlia- 
nt for ihu buuthport division of Lanoa- 
hlro. Mr. Cuizon ineiatod that euoh u atcp 
was entirely new in parliamentary proood- 
ro, and that) it would Involve the Houao of 
ommona in conetilutlonal trouble ia the 
uture. 

Tho ChaEi'ollor of tho Exchequer, Sir 
iUiam Vernon Haroourt, in aupport of tho 
inietcrial motion, aaid that he treated the 
Earl of Solborno'a claim as being absurd and 
moat chikliah. The government, ho said, 
as driven to Itfl proaont cottrao by tho uu- 
procodentod conduct of tho ICirl of Solborno. 
'ho deciaion to iaaue a now writ for an 
lection contest in Edinburgh appar- 
tly sottloa tho queation aa to whether 
poer of tho roulm can sit in tbo 
House of Commons after ancceeding to tho 
House of Lords, by deciding that he can- 
ot do so, and it would seem that tho do- 
oisioD also settles in the negative the ques- 
tion raised at tbe same time whether a peer 
of tbe realm can be elected to parliament. 
It was stated at the time the Earl of Sol- 
bocne decided to make a test cate of his 
right to sit in the House of Commons, that 
Mr. Curzon and V7illiam St. John Broderiok, 
member of parliament for the Guildford 
dlvlBion of Surrey, tbe eldest son of Vis- 
count Middleton, Intended to follow tho 
Earl's example when, by tbe death of their 
fathers, they became peers of tho realm.

Already $60,000 haa been 
expended thia season, tnaklng the total 
apent on the two mines vory oloae to half a 
million dollars. The oonipaDy ure dotor- 
mined to get evorytbiog in porfnot working 
order before commenolng oporikCiona. The 
banks whero the fabulous amounts of gold 
are said to bo deposltod were almoat as hard 
aa oomont, and to faoilllato waahing them 
out 40,000 pounds of powder haa been let 
off in T shaped tunnols dug into them. The 
soheme was a perfeot auucoae, the immenae 
bank, whloh might almoet) be called a moun- 
baio, was heaved up aevoral foot and the 
earth looBenod fi-om base to top. Mr. 
Browning aaya ho fully expoota that this 
Boaaon tho §60,000 apent will bo made up 
and a handsome dividend paid us well. A 
giant gold briok will be sent to Vancouver 
every week during the season. The stock- 
holders are all oonfidont of big returns and 
there la not a share to eell in tho market. 
Kaglish capitalists have informed Mr. 
Browning that when tho Cariboo and Horse- 
fly mines are in good running order and 
paying dividenda, with good proepeots 
ahead, there will be no fear about there not 
being eutHcient capital to work the mines of 
British Columbia. These two Cariboo mines 
have been advertised all over the world, and 
an immense amount of money ia befng apent 
on their development. • 

The Van Winkle mloe at Lytton will 
oloan up on Thnraday. Blasting operations 
have been in progress all week. Splendid 
reanlta are prophesied. 

Sailing ahipa bound for Eagland from this 
port have in the past In many instanoes 
Dongbt ballast for the return trip at $1 50 a 
ton. IheC. P. B. have interested them- 
selves to induce aUp ownera, where it is 
praotioable, to purchase low grade ore for 
ballast instead of the ordinary rook ballaab. 
It is claimed that thia ore can be parohased 
at $1 a ton, and will not oost more than 50 
cents for transhipment to the European 
smelters.

This was first suggested by M. Michel 
Porrot, at a meeting of tho national agri- 
cultural eocioty of Franuu, and it was de- 
signed to remove onrtain objectiona to tho 
use of tho old mixture in being loaa injurioua 
to foliage, loss liable to bo washed awuy by 
rains, and leas liable to choke tho uoz/Ao of 
the spraying maohine. The formula is aa 
follows ; Quioklime, 4 pounds (i oudcob ; 
sulphate of copper, 4 pounds C ounooa ; 
molasses, 4 pounds 6 ounces ; water 22 
gallons. 

The oosontial difleronoe between the new 
and tho old formu' is is the prosence of tho 
molasses, which has a greater inQuonco than 
would at first be expootod. Tho presorip- 
tion, as given by M. Ferret, ia to add tho 
molasses to thirteen gallons of water, 
then alack the lime and add four and 
one-half gallons of water to form a 
milk of lime. Pour this alowly into tho 
aweetened water, atirring briskly in order 
to mix intimately. Next, in a third 
(wooden) vessel, diaaolve the bluestono and 
pour this into the prevlona mixture, stirring 
woll. In this blending of materials ohonii- 
oal ohangea are taking place. When tho 
milk of lime and awootenod solution aro 
intimately mixed toguihor then aacohtirato 
of llmo is formed. Next, when to thia ia 
^ ddcd the aolution of sulphate ot ooppor, a

"I will not allow any man to 
vote away my money." Whose money, 
Mr. Maomillau ? Nob yours. Your money 
would probably bo much harder to reach. It 
is quite evident that if some aldermen oan 
bun reduce and slash away at other people's 
aalariee, and make oxcueo for drawing their 
own, it is about all thoy want. But this 
Is whore the fun comes in. Some of these 
men who pay about S" 50 per year 
in taxes, which represents their whole finan- 
cial interest in tho city, oan, and do, with 
the most anblushing aseurance bring In 
motion after motion, to tpend the money of 
the large taxpayers, in hundreds and thoua- 
andi", upon eiporimectal fada, and try by 
every merna in their power to upHot tho ex- 
isting souroi 8 of revenue and to disorganize 
tho whole system of civic finances. 

Now, Mr. Mayor, it is your turn. For 
what purpose do you draw your salary 'i Not, 
sir, that you aboulil make your office on 
the same level aa a civic official, 
but that you may uphold tho office of Mayor 
with dignity and that you may have tho 
means to hospitably entertain thoao with 
whom you come in contact in your capacity 
aa ohiof citizen of the city. Do you do It? 
Have you done it? Have you spent §50 in 
that way since yon were made Mayor 1 It 
was never intended to pay tho mayor o sal- 
ary to enable him to give up bis business and 
tdopt the mayoiabip as a profession, but to 
enable him bo entertain; and unieas he 
apenda the money in this way he miaapplles 
the money voted to him. When the Mayor 
atated that the young men were deairoua of 
naing the money collected for their own 
prizea be stated what was not true. 
It will be expended for the purposes for 
which it was raised and for those only ; and 
the publio will find that they will have a 
better celebration this year for the least 
money than they have ever bad.

Count Ito's Government Reported 
Doomed bylUussia's lutorveutiou 
to Save the Promontory. 



China May Yet Eepodlate the Treaty 
—Japan Now LookH to Britain 
for Support. 



(The fall of Couat Ito'a OAbinet that hai 
won for Japan the world's applause, ia now 
a forefjone oodoIusIod, according to advices 
brought from Yokohama and Tokio by the 
Empress of India. The Progressionist party 
Is gaining strength daily and its b»tMe ory 
Is oondemnation of the government for weak- 
ness in abikndoning at Russia's diatation 
what Japan's swords bad won. lu vain the 
ministry cxplaics that ib was poiverlesB to 
act othsrwise — Russia's 50,000 troops ashoro 
and her powerful fli3ob aQoat in Asiutio 
waters could not be opposed on tornia even 
of partial equality, and Japan did not dare 
to trust horsult to a oongresa of the powers, 
fearing their j-iulouey. 

Everywheru in Japanese clficlal ciroloa is 
heard the ramo chorus cf indignant earpria 
and the Bciiish, hated and sincerely cursed 
before, aro now overwhelmed with the 
oourtesies uf iho versatile Japanese. Th'j 
Eoglish, they oay, have been open at least 
in their exp^eoaiona of preference fur 
China in toe struggle, while proacrving 
an honorable neutrality ; Ruasla, on the 
other hand has been guiliy of the bluuktiBL 
treaohory. Ic was to Russia that Japan 
looked for support in emergenoy even against 
Great Britain ; had it not be«n for expres- 
sions of Ruaalau approval Japan would not 
very possibly have embarked in her short 
but eventful war. And now it ia Rugsia 
that steps in, robs Japtn of the spoils of 
oonquest, and gives it to be olearly under 
stood that her armies will not permit of the 
invasion of Poking — dooming Japan's 
hitherto triumphant govornmont, and cdst- 
iog her people adrift on a aoa of perplexity 
To the Japanese there ia but one ezplan 
atioD — Russia has oovetous eyes fixed on 
Korea. 

While there are rumors rife in Japan that 
the Indemnity from China will bo increased 
in partial compensation for the abandonment 
of the promontory, nothing definite ia 
known, and the repudiation of the treaty by 
China at the instigation of Russia would 
surprise no one. In this event Japan will 
unqueationaibly cast to the winds the counsels 
of iia matured atatesmen, listen to the red 
war party and accept Russia's gaugo of bat- 
tle, looking to Uoglaod for asslatanae 
against her ancient enemy. 

The majority c f the residents of the 
abandoned promontory regret us much aa do 
the Japanese that they are not after all to 
be its governors as well as lis coc((UerorB, 
for already under their direction an era of 
civiliz ttion haa been initiated. Good roada 
had been commenced, art'Sian wells bored, 
bridgoa constructed, railways taken in hand, 
and sound local governnionD itiatituted. 
The Japanese had, too, passed atriogenc 
laws againat the importation or use of 
opium, and laws prohibiting the mutilation 
or compreBsing of the feet of female ohil- 
dren. 

Nowhere is the nnsatitfaotory (serminatioD 
of the war so heartily deplored bb among 
the ofBoera and men of the final military ex- 
pedition which left Ujina on April 12 in 
oommand of the Bmperor'i oonslni H. I. H. 
Prinoe Komatsn, its deatlnatioa being tFaku 
and Shanbalkwau, and its mission the 
opening of the road to Peking. 
Of the 20,000 troops forming the 
expedition, upwards of 10,000 were Osaka 
men, whose oowardioe in action 27 years 
ago had covered them with inglorious dia- 
tinotion and who were burning to retrieve 
their name. Their gloom on receipt of the 
return orders was general and intense, and 
their breathings against tho government 
darkly significant. 

Like the other divisions of the Japanese 
army, so successful in the field, this expedi- 
tion was largely composed cf farmers, arti- 
sans and tradespeople— a class hitherto de- 
barred by Japanese law from carrying arms. 
Their elevation to participation in military 
service and its rewards, hitherto belonging 
exclusively to the Samurai, has unquestion- 
ably proved a great sucoese. It was the 
common people of Japan, well officered, not 
the aristoorata, who bumbled in the dust 
the Empire's great neighbor, 

HOilE FROM JAPAN. 

Hon. P. Le Poer Trench a Passenger by the 
India— His Snccessor In the Land 
of the Mikado. 

Hon. P. Le Poer Trench, H.B.M.'a minis- 
ter extraordinary and envoy plenipotentiary 
at the court of tho Emperor of Japan, re- 
turned homo by the Em)iresB of India yes- 
terday, failing health having neoeasituted 
hia abandonment of hia important post. He 
was aeoompaoiod by his brother — Col. the 
Hon. W. Le Poer .Trench, who went from 
here to Yokohama to meet him — and sooma 
oouaidnrably benefited by the voyage. Hon. 
Mr. Trench has filled many offices of high 
honor and groat roBponslblhty as Har Ala- 
jcsty's roprusentativo and his retirement 
from active duly, owing to illness contracted 
during hio on'miul reaidenco in Mexico, re- 
movea un hoiior.<ii, cipiblo and prominent 
figure from tho (liploinivtio corps 

Mr. Ernest Muaon Satow, C M G , who 
auooeeda Hon. Mr. Trench at tho court of 
tho Mikado, entered tho Japan oonaular ser- 
vice aa a atudont intorprotcr In tho early 
al.xiioa, whon Sir Rutherford Aloook repre- 
sented Hor Mjjesby at Yeddo, ua Tokio waa 
then called. Mr. Satow quickly dia- 
tinguiahod himself as a Japikueae scholar, 
and became so proficient in the Japanese 
language that ho can apoak, road und write 
it aa purely, idiomuticilly and elegantly aa 
the beat oduc'itod Japanoeo gontlomun can. 
He ia tho nulhor of a book of oonvoraations 
in JapanoBO, prepared for tho uau of tho 
student interpreters, whouo atudioa ho 
directed whon ho waa Japineao aeoro- 
tary of legation. Ho alao, along with 
Mr. lahlbashi, published un excellent 
Eoglish-Japaneae diotlonary. Mr. Satow 
was present aa interpreter ut tho buttle of 
Shimonoseki, in 1864, and when the oaptaln 
ami tho commander of the " Eurydioe " 
both lost their beads by one unluoky shot 
from the shore batteries, be waa standing 
near them on the bridge. When the stock- 
ades were carried by storm Mr. Satow ac- 
companied the commander of tho Hrltiah 
foroe, and bsbared with nuoh ooolneoa under 
fire that he was mentioned in dispatchea. 
Mr. .SatoM' rapidly rose to be Japanese Sec 
rotary of L2gation. When holding that 
poaltion, ho waa rewarded for hia Bervioee 
by promotion from tho conaulor to the dip- 
lomatic aorvico — on oxooodingly raro dis- 
tinction. From the ohancollerie of the 
Brltiah Legation at Tokio, ho was ap- 
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pointed H. M.'s Minister Resident at S<am, 
SIdco then he baa represented the Quota in 
Uruguay and Morocco. He wears the 
decoration of C. M. G. 

An intimate friend of all tho eminent 
Japaneae statesmen who in recent years have 
made the history of their country, having a 
thorough knowledge of Japanese character, 
and being perfectly conversant with Japan- 
ese history and aspirations, there la no 
doubt that Mr. Satow will be a peraona 
gratlealma at the oourt of the Mikado. At 
tho preaent time eapecially. Lord Kimberley 
la to be congratulated in having aolooted aa 
Britlah repreaentative in Tokio a gentleman 
like Mr. Sotow, who will be able to advise 
tho Japanese for their boat intcrcata, and 
who may be depended on to guard Brltiah 
intereats and British honor with that firm 
neia whioh U one of bis ohlef oharaoteristloi.

RE-PEOPLINO TBB LAND. 

What Is to be dona with tho unem, 
eloyed ! Is a question whiob is being ear- 
nestly asked in nearly every oiviltzed ooan' 
try of the world. Ii there no way of giving 
the milliona who aro perishing for the want 
of something to do, work by whtoh they can 
mitintain themsolvea and their famiiiea in 
comfort^and independence 2 

Earnest men are tryinf; to find an anawor 
to these qaestions, and some of them beliovo 
that they have already found it. Pot tho 
paoplaon the land, they say. Give them 
ohance bo make the mother oarth yield them 
ausbenanoo. There i« plenty of eood land 
unoooapied, and much of that whioh la occu 
pled might easily be made to yield a great 
deal more than It does. 

lb Is asked, is thla scheme praotloable ? 
Has lb over been tried, or can ib be tried 
wibhoub setting on foot a revolutionary 
movement whioh will shatter tho frame- 
work of society and, ib may be, leave the 
people in a worse oondition then they are at 
present ! It Is said, In reply, observe the 
countries in whioh the land is cultivated by 
tho men who own ib. Ib will bo found that 
they suffer less from agricultural dopreaaion 
than thoae in which tho cultivation of tho 
land is done by hired iaborere. In France, 
in Sonthern Germany, In Canada and the 
United States, this state of things obtains, 
and in these the aotual tillers of the soil are 
better ofT than they are In countries in 
which the land is owned by largo pro- 
prietors. In France, for instance, " chero 
are 5,672,000 comparatively small • farms, 
about 5,000,000 of them oultivated by free 
holders, 4,800,000 In holdings of less thxtx 
twenty-five acres." It has boon observed in 
Western and Southern Germany that " the 
small proprietors thrive wherolargoauooumb. 
Has the oxportmenb been tried in any coun- 
try of dividing large estates into small hold- 
ings, giving the oaltivator the ohance to 
become the owner of the land ? Yes, such 
an experiment has been triod in Prussian 
Poland with the most encouraging success. 
An account of thia very Interesting and moat 
important c-xpcrimont ia given in the May 
number of the Contemporary Review by H. 
W. Wolff. The experiment was not tried 
for a philanthropic purpose ; quite the oon- 
trary. Its objoob was political. The inten- 
tion of tho PruBBian government was to 
Uormaniao Pruaaian Poland. Tho Diet waa 
provalle<l upon to vote £,5,000,000 for tho 
purpose of " buying out Polish equires and 
patting Gorman peasants in their stead." 
The calculation waa that £5,000,000 would 
buy 2,00,000 acres of land, which at .')() 
ttcroa por holding would Bottle 5,000 
famllioa, and thus introduoo, at tho ruto 
of eight persona por family, 10,000 
Germans into Prussian Poland. Tho work 
was oommenoed eight years ago. It lias not 
aooomplished the end desired. " Polonism," 
the writer says, " has not yielded an inch. 
Rabhor has ib beon stimulated into fresh 
vitality. But tho oxporimonb haa had an 
infinitely hotter reaulb than thia. It has 
shown how the land can bo repoopled, how 
ib oan be made bo sasbain In comforb many 
times its former population." 

The principle nn which the Government 
worked waa that ib helped the purchaser of 
tho holding to help himself. It gave him 
nobbing oxoopb a ohonco to booomo tho 
owner of tho land. Tho farmer paid for 
everything he received. The Govornmonb 
found plenty of land owners willing to sell, 
and plenty of men of tho right kind willing 
to settle. It Is impoBslblo in a short article 
bo rolato all tho particulars of this oxperi- 
roenb, Ib was in the boat aouso auccoaaful. 

" Tho result of all thla ia," aaya Mr. 
Wolir, " that In tho place of about 20 or .'iO 
families with the proper number of aorvants 
required for farm work, t/ic ■same area <i/' 
^and now supportB l,,'iS7 families — probably 
botwoon 9,000 or 10,000 poraona, for tho 
abundanoo of ohildcon is ono of tho most 
sbriking and moab aatisfaotorv featurea 
about bhose villages. . . . You have, in 
faob, all agricultural Germany brought 
together on one small scene under oon- 
dibions vrbioh «ImoBb compel one onlblvabor 



to learn from another, and which bid fair 
to provide the whole province with a useful 
lesson In agriculture. And the new com- 
mercial life infused into tho Polish provinces 
by this post of settlers, and the aptitude for 
that self-government which the Prussian 
Slavs have not been allowed bo develop, but 
which all those Western Germans poaeoss 
by virtuo of long habit, and which Is re- 
quired under the new order of things, ought 
to stand for something. There ia more 
trade, moro trailio, moro life. You aoe 
church apirea rising up whore there 
waa a desert, village halls, new farm- 
steads within hailing distance of one 
another separated by fields which every year 
assume a tidier and more prqsperons look, 
on ground shaded more and more every year 
by donser and more Inxurianb orops. There 
can be no denying the cultural, the social 
acd ocoDomic gain even if the pri/.a has cost 
tho country aomewhab dear." 

Tho suooess of the Polish experiment 
caused other provinoes to apply for the same 
advantages aod their applications to quite 
a consldorablo extenb have been granted. 
Tho general reaulb, says Mr. Wolff, " is un- 
doubtedly aatiafactory. Under the magl- 
oian'a wand of tho General Commission de- 
solate plains aro being converted Into popu- 
lous villages. The old worn-oab order of 
things is giving place bo new. Commnnitles 
of peasant propriotora rich In houses, and 
ohildren and oattle, producing moro plenti- 
fully and making agriculture once more re- 
munerative, are springing up in unpeopled 
solitudes which heretofore made their pro- 
prietors bankrupt ; the bide of emigration la 
being stayed, population Is once more on tho 
inoreaao. Nob too rapidly, bub surely; com- 
parative plenty is being put in place of want, 
oantontinent in placo of doatitution and bho 
State ia promised a rich harvest of taxes, an 
increase of purohaaera for ita commerce and 
of recralts for its army." 

The reviewer looks apon this PmssUn Ex- 
periment as the solution of tlie difiloulb pro- 
blem of ro-poopling the land. Ho aaka if it 
oinnot be reproduced in England. Cannot 
the people who are crowding into the towns 
until the misery In them Is unspeakable, by 
the nse of the same machinery ai hat been 
seb In motion In Prussia, be placed on tho 
land ? This, he thinks, can be done without 
deadening the spirit of self help or unduly 
burdening one class for the sake of Improv 
ing another. 

An interesting account Is given In the 
same number of the Review of a labor col- 
ony establlshsd In South Australia, a little 
more than a year ago. This oo'ony is com 
posed of unemployed persons taken from 
the city of Adelaide, without experience 
and without money. It is a co-operative 
colony. The writer of the article has good 
hopes of its Buocess, but It Is altogether too 
young to enable any one safely to say how it 
la likely to tnra out. 

THIS CANADA OF OURS. 

The Canadians who are so ready to deory 
and belittle thoir own country should blush 
for their stupidity and want of discernment 
when they see the estioiate which an Intel 
ligent foreigner haa formed of this Dominion 
of Canada and Its Inhabitants. The New 
York Commercial | Advertiser, commenting 
upon the proposal to have a World's Fair in 
Montreal, says : 

The announoemenb from Montreal that 
Canada will open a World's Fair In 1896 in 
that city is most creditable bo the energy, 
enterprise and vigor of our Caaadlem eonsins. 
It will he worth bo them far more than It 
will cost bhem. (Fbe natural resources of 
Canada are very great. Few who have not 
made aspecial investigation appreoiato their 
immense value. 

The white pine forests of Canada are alone 
worth more than her public debts. Hor 
fiaheriea aro tho beat and mosb extonsivo in 
tho world. She has 110,000,000 aoroa of 
wild landa upon which tho boat wheat can 
bo Buooesafully grown, in tho fertile bolt in 
the Northweab ; coal of good quality in 
abundance very near tidewater upon tho 
Atlantic and Pacific; unlimited supplies of 
high grade iron oro in all tho provinces ; 
the best and most extensive nickel mines 
in the world ; extensive and valuable 
mines of copper ; and immense de- 
posits of agricultural phoapUatoa in 
Onlaria and Quebec; inoxhauatiblo beds 
of marblo, granite, aandstono and limoBtono 
In various colors for building purposes ; 
mines of gold, silver, asbestos, and mica , 
ansurpassed herds of thoroughbred cattle, 
horses and sheep ; three thouaand oheeso 
fnotorios, from which she exports more than 
100,000,000 pounds of cheese annually. 
Hor public schools, colleges, nniverslties, 



oharllable institutions and public balldings 
aro worthy of an intelligent, highly civilized 
Cijriatian people, who govern themselves. 

There la not a commanity In the world of 
5,000,000 in numbers more free from objeo- 
tionhble elements than that of Canada; Can- 
adians are well voraed in the art of self- 
governmenb. Tbey clearly nnderstand that 
true liberty is not license, therefore, they 
have profound respect for law and constitu- 
tional means and methods. They demand 
honoat money. They have moab wiaoly 
adopted gold as a single standard of ox- 
huDgo or measure of valuea. There ia not 
any demand In Canudi for rag money or a 
dsbaflud allvor ourrenoy. Although an 
ultra-loyal people, they hollevo in protootion 
to Canadian industries, in proforonco to 
thoae of Mother iCugland. Thoy have aa 
many milee of railway per capita as wo 
have, and they have common aonao enough 
not to ombarraaa their railway eyatema with 
adverse logiolation. Tho hiatory of thoir 
banking ayBtom ia moat orouitablo to their 
skill in iirianco. Thoir largest bank has 
$12,000 OOO of capital, §6,000.000 of rest, 
and f.'i;i,000,000 of deposits and $6,000,000 
of ciroulabion, or total resources of $55,- 
000.000. 

FRUIT PESTS. 

Tho following limoly information rcapoot- 
ing noxious tree Insects has been kindly sent 
ua by Mr. B. M. Palmer, and we hasten to 
lay It before our readers, knowing that it 
will be very welcome to many of them : 

Tent caterpillars are appearing now In 
oonaiderablo numbers on fruit and other 
troon and bushes, their nosta or weba being 
easily seen. While theao pests are small 
they return to their nests at night, and the 
bwigs bearing them can osually be cub off 
and the whole burned, or they moy bo de- 
stroyed with a torch made of rags dipped in 
coal oil and tied on the end of a polo applied 
to tho nests. 

As tho insects become larger they dis- 
tribute themselves over bhe enbire sncfaoe of 
the trees, ebo,, (often oompletely defoUablDg 



them), and ipraying beoomes neoessary. 
For this purpose use one ounce fresh helle- 
bore to two gallons warm water, or four 
ounces Paris green to fifty gallons water, 
adding to tho latter one pound of fresh 
slaked lime to prevent injury to foliage ; keep 
the mixture stirred while spraying. These 
two mixtures are good'againsb all leaf eating 
pests. 

Summer sprays to keep in chock woolly 
and green aphldea should bo applied whore 
theae poata exiab, using one of the following 
formulas: (I) Soak four pounds waste to- 
bacco in nine gallons hob water (or In cold 
water for 4 or 5 days), dissolve one pound 
whale oil soap In one gallon hot water, 
strain the tobaooo decoction into tho dis- 
solved soap and apply tho mixture to tho 
trees with a spray pump, using all the force 
possible. (2) Resin wash : Take three 
pounds common washing soda, four pounds 
resin, one gallon water, heab together 
until dissolved, and while boillDg 
add gradually four gallons of warm water, 
stirring all tho time until tho mixture be- 
comes dark in color. When wanted for uso, 
dilute as follows : for woolly aphldea, ono 
part solution to six parts warm water ; for 
green aphides, ono parb solution bo 10 parts 
warm water. Apply with a spray pump, 
using all the forco poaalbla. The resin waeh 
ia sold in proparod form ready for dilution. 

Woolly aphides on the trunks and main 
limba of trees may also be easily killed by 
touching them with a awab dipped in ooal 
oil, bob oare mast ha need, as ooal oil will 
injure brees If applied too freely. 

For black spot or scab of apples and pears, 
a fungous disease affecting moat orchards in 
lower British Columbia, the Bordeaux mix- 
bare Bhontd be used without fail as a preven- 
tive. Formula — Dissolve 4 lbs. copper eul- 
phate(blue vitrIol)In 4 gallons bob water in an 
earthen or wooden vessel. In another voe. 
Bol alaok four pounds quiok-llmo in four gal- 
lons hot water, strain thia Into the dissolved 
bluestone and add water to make fifty gal- 
lons altogether. Apply the mixture with a 
apray pump and fine nozzle, tho objeot 
being to deposit a thin film or coating of the 
mixture upon all parts of the trees. Repeat 
the spraying In two or three weeks' time.

A Thousand Indiana Start a Celebration on the 
Sooghees Reserve This Uornlng. 

Fully a thousand vlBlting Indians arc 
gathered on the Songhoos reservation, part- 
ly to attend a potlach and have a celebra- 
tion cf thoir own and partly to attend a 
potlach which ia to bo given by an Indian 
named Goorgo. Tho attendant festivities 
will bo eharod in mostly by older Indians 
from outside places, many of the 
younger Indians having learned bet- 
ter, as one of them stated in 
talking upon tho Bubjoct. Tho visiting In- 
dians come from Nanalmo, Chomainus, 
Kuper island, Duncan, Gowichan, Saanich, 
Discovery island, Boeoby Bay, the West 
Coast, and from La Connor, Snohoinich and 
Lunii, on tho American side. In all those 
plaona tho whole Indian population hua left 
everything behind at tho summons to the 
potlach, for It is a great insult not to respond 
to such a bidding. 

To-day at daybreak the ceremonies bo- 
gin by a gathering at the graveyard and 
dancing from there Into the village. Indians 
will point out the graves of their dead rela- 
tives and aftor telling tho story of the dead 
distribute clothes, or something in memory 
of the dead. In the village there will be 
soramblea for clothes, bIaDk(t3, guns and 
other things, and dancing will go on. This 
will continue two. days. The potlach pro- 
per, with George aa preaiding genius, will 
be held on either Saturday or Monday.

EXPLOSION AT OAKLAND. 

Tho Nltro-UIyperlnn Dt-piirtnieut of ihu Pow- 
der Works lilowii Up— Nunieroua 
Lives Lust. 

Oakland, Cal,, May 21 Tho nitro- 
glycerine departmeat of the Calif orata Pow- 
der Works at Hercules, near Port 
Pinole, were blown up to-day. Four 
men were In tho building at the 
time, and three of them, Clare Johnson, T, 
Taylor, and Charles Conagas, of Martinez, 
were . killed outright, (Che other, D 
A. Dean, was fatally injured. Ad- 
joining the nitro glycerine depart- 
meat WAS a tagging bouse in which 
two hundred Chinese and two or 
three white foremen were at work. This 
building was about destroyed and a number 
ot Chinese are missing. Great confusion 
followed tho explosion. The'property loss 
was very light. Tho shook was plainly felt 
twenty or thirty miles away. The dead are 
known to number at least thirteen.
